Covent Garden Cheatre. 

An elegant and numerous audience assembled here, last night, to 
witness the performance of the Opera of Native Land. The chief 
attraction in the piece was the re-appearance of Mr. Wood, in the 
character of urelio. We have before given an opinion on this gen- 
tleman’s vocal merits ; they are certainly very considerable, and he 
acquitted himself on this occasion most successfully—the audience 
appearing greatly pleased with his opening-song, and very highly so 
with his ‘‘ Deep in a dungeon,” which he gave in a fine tone of ex- 
pression, and repeated it in consequence of a general call from all parts 
of the house. There cannot be a doubt that Mr. Wood will prove a 
great favorite with the public, as he possesses a fine voice, managed 
with no small share of skill;—his figure is good, and his style of 
acting, although not matured, is graceful :—the delivery of some 
of his speeches was too hurried, and it will be necessary for him to 
pay great attention to this point. 











Miss Hughes, as Clymante, sang with much taste, but her powers 
are almost two weak for the music assigned her. The delightful Ves- 
tris, ever youthful and gay, played and sang in Miss Tree’s long pos- 
sessed part of Biondina, in the most fascinating manner. Miss Go- 
ward does not come up to the archness of Miss Love, in the character 
of the waiting-woman, Zanina: nor does Mr. Penson supply all the 
humor of Mr. Fawcett, as her husband: but they contrived to amuse 
somewhat by their exertions. ‘The Pantomime followed, and produced 
its usual share of mirth. 


There is a new tragic drama, entitled The Serf, to be produced at 
this Theatre, this evening ; it is very strongly cast.

Ape.rnt.—The second performance of the new Burletta of Poris 
and London, took place last night. In our number of yesterday, we 
omitted to mention the acting, which is very good. Mrs. Yates, as 
the Viscountess, played with spirit and feeling. Yates, as a Barber, 
and Wilkinson, as an English Coachman, were also excellent. John 
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Reeve, as an actor attached to the English Theatre in Paris, played 
with his own peculiar humor, though his imitation of Liston’s Maw- 
worm did not tell well.—The moviug scene is excellent, and the scene 
on the deck of the steam-boat admirably true and comic:—The Music, 
by Rodwell, is delightful. 


Miss Foote appears this evening at the Brighton Theatre, where 
she is engaged for a few nights.—Miss Graddon has been making a 
tour through the northern counties.—An offer of £1,000, for a certain 
number of nights, is said to have been made to Sinclair, to perform at 
the Coburg: the offer, we believe, has not yet been accepted. 


Mr. Burford’s Panorama of The Battle of Navarino.—The above 
interesting Exhibition was yesterday opened for public inspection, and 
as a work of art merits our highest commendation: but when we 
consider the very short time in which it has been completed, and the 
difficulty Mr. Burford must have experienced in obtaining so complete 
an idea of the manner of the attack, &c. we are the more astonished 
at the talent that has so completely overcome these difficaities, and 
presented us with so faithful a representation of the animated scene. 
Of course the tremendous conflict of the contending fleets is the main 
object of interest, and this Mr. Burford has contrived to present to 
us with appalling grandeur. ‘The chief object in the picture is the 
Asia, at the moment she is opening her fire upon the ships of the 
Turkish and Egyptian Admirals. Another object of interest is the 
explosion of one of the Turkish-fire-ships, the burning glare from the 
exploding vessel is depicted with a brilliancy of colonring perfectly 
magical.
